B IG GUNS. 


H ow T liey a re to b e B o u g h t an d T ested 
b y th e A rm y F ortification B oard . 
W ashington, A pril 10th.—The Arruy 
Fortification Board, which has been hold­ 
ing a session at the W ar D epartm ent d u r­ 
ing the winter, has drawn up a set of rules 
to govern the tests of experimental guns. 
The Act creating the Board provides that 
it shall 
prescribe the dimensions 
and 
method of testing guns of ten or twelve 
inches caliber, that m ay be subm itted bv 
private parties, and if any gun ottered shall 
fulfill the requirem euts as to accuracy, 
range, power, endurance, and general effici­ 
ency, the gun and am m unition, (which is 
to be furnished with the gun), shall be paid 
for at a fair valuation, including the cost 
of transportation. A contract, also, is to be 
made at reasonable prices w ith the party 
presenting the best of such guns, for a fur­ 
ther supply. 
The Board has accordingly formulated 
the following conditions, which have been 
approved by the Secretary of War: The 10- 
inch gun shall be about 30 tons in weight, 
the length 34 calibers measure from the 
face of the obturator to the face of the m uz­ 
zle. It is desirable that the trunnions be 
12 inches in diameter and the distance be­ 
tween the rim of bases 42 inches. 
In order 
to avoid the necessity for special carriage 
power there m ust be a muzzle energy of 
not less than 1,500 foot tons, range shall 
for tw enty degrees elevation 
be 13,650 
yards, and the corresponding ranges shall 
be obtained w ith the lower elevations. 
The requirem ents as to accuracy are that 
25 percent, of the shot shall strike within 
a vertical rectangle 1.4 feet by one foot at 
1,500 yards, and w ithin the horizontal 
rectangle 48.5 yards by 9.2 at 10,000 yards 
range, endurance test shall not he less than 
300 rounds, with full charges. After 250 or 
more rounds may have been fired the gun 
may be lined totally, or in part, when at 
least 50 rounds more will be tired, to fully 
test the strength of its construction. 
After this if the general soundness and 
efficiency of the gnn should not be m ateri­ 
ally im paired, except so far as may have 
resulted from erosion, should any modifica­ 
tion oí the construction be made during 
the trial, at least fifty rounds, with full 
charges, shall be fired thereafter. The 
weight of the projectiles to be used with 
full charges, shall be about 575 pounds. 
Three hundred rounds of am m unition 
shall be the proper am ount to be supplied 
w ith the gun for the test. 
As proof of the general efficiency of its 
breech mechanism it should work freely, 
and be convenient for operating. 
The 
opening aud closing of the breech to be 
performed w ithout great difficulty bv one 
m an. The projectiles shall adm it of being 
readily handled, inserted and entered in 
the bore, and not be subject to injury or 
deformation either in handling or trans­ 
portation. 
The rapidity of the fire ol fifteen rounds 
per hour shall be obtainable, using such 
appliances for loading as are employed by 
the ordnance departm ent of the United 
States arm y. 
The repairs allowable daring the entire 
trial of the gun, exclusive of the insertion 
of a lining tube, will be confined to the 
repairing or renewing parts injured during 
the trial. 
No alterations that m ay effect 
the general construction of any part" will be 
made w ithout the sanction of "the Board. 
For a twelve-inch gun the weight is to 
be about fifty-two tons bore, thirty-four 
calibers long, and it is desired that the 
trunnions be 14 inches in diameter, and 
49.8 inches between the rim of the bases. 
The power is to be not less than 26,000 
foot tons range, 14 mill yards at 20 degrees 
elevation, that of accuracy the same as the 
ten-inch gun, endurance'not less than 250 
rounds. 
Lining m ay be inserted alter 200 
rounds. W eight of projectile, about 1,000 
pounds, and other conditions are to be the 
same as in the case of the ten-inch gun, 
except that the fire of ten rounds per hour 
shall be attainable. 
The experim ental guns shall be sub­ 
m itted for the test as soon as practicable, 
and w ithin three years from date. It is 
not considered practical for the Board to 
determine at this tim e w hat will be the 
valuation of an experimental gun which 
shall have fulfilled the requirem ents pre­ 
scribed, nor w hat they should consider 
would be reasonable for a further supply 
of sim ilar guns. It is believed to be better 
on all accounts to leave these questions for 
determ ination after the actual cost and 
value of such guns can be known. 
It is 
understood,' however, that the Board is 
disposed to deal in a liberal spirit with the 
parties subm itting the guns, w ith a view to 
carrying out the evident purpose of the 
Act of Congress, which was to encourage 
the development in the United States of 
works caiiable of supplying the needs of 
the country in the way of sea coast and 
other kindred defenses. 


A S P L E N D ID O UTLO O K . 


C ondition o f W in ter G rain 
and F arm 
A n im a ls T h rou gh ou t th e U n ion . 
W a sh in g to n, A pril 10th.—The crop re­ 
porting service of the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture for A pril relates to the condition 
of winter grain and farm anim ais as go out 
of winter quarters. 
Seeding wheat was somewhat delayed in 
the Middle States by the early autum n 
rains and west of Ohio by the drv weather 
in September and October. 
Later condi­ 
tions are favorable in both sections, with 
mild aud drier weather in the East and a 
fair supply of moislure in the West. In the 
South the condition of the soil for seeding 
was generally favorable. 
In California the 
autum n rains were followed by a dry sea­ 
son in w inter, but the refreshing showers 
in March caused germ ination of lately 
sown and vigorous growth of the early 
seeded area. 
There was little w inter protection, except 
fora short tim e in midwinter, in the lati­ 
tude of heavy winter snows, consequently 
the more northern breadths are somewhat 
brown in color, and patches in wet soils are 
winter killed, yet the tem perature has been 
so mild, with so few sudden extremes, that 
the present condition is very good. 
Plants are generally well rooted, and 
have been growing over a large part of the 
area through the winter. 
The general 
average condition is 94. nearly the same as 
the April condition of the crop of 1S86, 
which fell at harvest to 87.8, that of 1883, 
82. and that of the previous year, 88.1. 
The April condition of the large crop of 
18S4 was 95.4, going up to 98 at harvest. 
The present condition of the principal 
States is: 
New York, 94; Pennsylvania, 
93; Texas. 97; Ohio, 88; Illinois, 97; Mis­ 
souri, 95; Kansas, 90; California, 93. The 
condition in the Southern States ranges 
from 90 to 97. 
The rye crop is also in a good condition. 
The general average, 93 9. 
The mild weather has been favorable to 
farm anim als, which are generally in high 
condition. The general average for horses 
is 98.4; for cattle, 96 9; sheep, 97.4; swine, 
95.6. The estimated losses from disease 
and all other causes during the past year 
has also been m uch less than usual. 


T H E O K LA H O M A BOOM ERS. 


O ne H a n d le d T h ou san d P e o p le R ea d y to 
C ross th o L ine. 
W ashington, April 10th.—No end of 
trouble is anticipated from the enormous 
rush of boomers to Oklahoma. 
There are 
only about ten thousand quarter sections, 
and about one hnndred thousand people 
have made arrangements for invading the 
promised land the moment the President 
drops the hat. 
The most reasonable estimate that can 
be made pule about five claimants to every 
quarter section. 
For every well watered 
and well situated qnarter section there will 
loe a dozen claimants, and they will all ini­ 
tiate their claims so nearly simultaneously 
that as the witnesses will be rival claimants 
it will be simply impossible to determine 
who located first, and hundreds of disputes 
will have to be settled bv the primitive ap­ 
peal to force. 
It is expected that the nine-tenths of 


these who fail to get land will spread out 
on the lands of the civilized Indians, and 
nothing short of the whole United States 
arm y can get them off, so the boomers will 
probably get the land and the Government 
will settle w ith the Indians. 


O CR CO NGRESSM EN. 


T h ey A re G row in g T h in , H oU ow -E yed 
au d P a llid . 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 10th.—The members 
of the California delegation are beginning 
to show the effects of over a m onth of con­ 
tinuous office-hunting. They are growing 
thin, 
hollow-eyed 
and 
pallid. 
Every 
m orning they cover their respective beats, 
with all the regularity of a policeman. 
First to the W hite House, to introduce 
some constituent to the President, or urge 
him to hurry some appointment; next to 
the State Department, to look after the 
claims of dozens of California applicants 
for Consulates; and thence to the Navy De­ 
partm ent, to advise some change at the 
Mare Island Navy Y ard that would be to 
interest of the public service as well as to 
the Republican party; thence to the office 
of the Secretary of W ar, where m atters af­ 
fecting the river and harbor works and the 
Benicia arsenal come up for discussion. 
On the way to the down-town Departments, 
a half mile distant, a call is made at the 
Departm ent of Justice, where the Attorney- 
General listens to statem ents about selec­ 
tions of District A ttorneys and United 
States Marshals to succeed present^Demo- 
cratic incum bents and receives the applica­ 
tions for pardon. 
Across the avenue from the Departm ent 
of Justice is the Treasury Department, 
where Secretary W indom listens patiently 
to their appeals for appointm ent" of men 
in the Cnstoui-house, M int, Assay, Internal 
Revenue offices, etc., at San Francisco as 
recommended by the delegation. 
It is a 
fifteen m inutes’ walk down to the Post­ 
office Departm ent where General W ana- 
m aker and Mr. Clarkson are beginning the 
work of patting 65,UC0 Republicans in the 
places held by 65,000 Democrats.

C o llecto rs o l In tern a l R ev en u e W ill N ot 
B e A p p oin ted U n til M ay. 
W a sh ing to n, April 10th—It is not be­ 
lieved Ithat any new collectors of internal 
revenue will be appointed w ithin the next 
three weeks. On the 1st of May the col­ 
lectors issue retail license stamps through­ 
out the country. 
T his is an im mense 
work, thousands of stam ps having to be 
signed. 
The collectors have usually begun 
this work about the 15th of April and con­ 
tinue it until the 9th of March. 
If the col­ 
lector was removed after he had begun 
this work and before the 1st of May, all the 
stamps signed by him would be of no 
value, and the work would have to be done 
over again. For this reason, the policy of 
the Treasury D epartm ent will be to make 
no change in the places, from this time 
until after May 1st. 
The President and his Cabinet officers 
are considering the selections for the more 
im portant appointments with great care 
and deliberation. The desire for haste is 
not perm itted to interfere with their calm 
judgm ent. The sm aller m atters will have 
to come later, and in 3 measure will de­ 
pend upon the greater.

W a s h in g t o n , April 10th.—Rear Admiral 
Thomas H. Patterson is dead, aged 69. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow 
afternoon from his residence. 
Admiral 
Patterson entered the service in 1S36 from 
Louisiana, and was retired in 1877. 
He 
saw nearly twenty-three years of sea serv­ 
ice and W83 nearly the same length of 
tim e on shore duty. 
Rear Admiral Patterson was born in New 
Orieans in 1820, and entered the navy as a 
m idshipm an in 1836. and at the breaking 
out of the war had attained the rank of 
Lieutenant. H e was present at the siege of 
Yorktown, and opened the way up the 
Pam unky river in support of General Mc­ 
Clellan’s arm y. 
He was commissioned 
Commander in 1862, and from that time 
until 1865 was engaged in blockade duty 
off W ilm ington, N. C. 
H e became Com­ 
modore in 1873. 
H e commanded the 
W ashington Navy Board in 1876, and was 
President of the Naval Board of E xam ina­ 
tion. 
In 1881 he became Rear Admiral, 
his last sea duty being to command the 
Asiatic squadron in 18S0. H e was retired 
in 1883. H e was a brother to the wife of 
Adm iral Porter.

FATAL EXPLOSION. 


Joh n D a n iels K illed —F ran k N elson and 
A b u er Leo S erio u sly In ju red . 
[W oodland Mail, April 10th.] 
Last evening at 5:30 o'clock a terrific ex­ 
plosion occurred on a portion of the Nelson 
ranch, ou Cache creek, that resulted iu the 
death of John Daniels, the well-known 
thrashing machine man, and the injury of 
Frank Nelson and Abner Lee. As soon as 
the news reached W oodland the Mail dis­ 
patched a reporter to the scene, and the 
following facts were elicited; 
On the north bank of Cache creek, about 
a m ile south of the Italian garden, J. E. 
Card had built some years ago an engine- 
house, and put thereiu au old thrashing 
engine to drive a centrifugal pump. 
Up to 
the tim e of the accident the boiler had 
worked satisfactorily, although it was re­ 
garded as unsafe. "Some time ago Card 
failed, and Nelson assumed control of the 
property. 
Yesterday it was decided to put 
the engine and pum p in operation. John 
Daniels and Abuer Lee were taken from 
W oodland to act respectively as engineer 
and fireman. 
Together with Frank Nelson, they went 
to the engine-house during the afternoon 
and got up steam. The pum p was oper­ 
ated tor a short tim e and then stopped. At 
5:30 o’clock Frank Nelson asked some 
question about the steam shown by the 
guagc. 
Lee replied: 
“There are eighty 
pounds of steam up and we have plenty of 
water.” 
Just then, with terrific force, the 
boiler exploded. 
Frank Nelson was blown sixty feet. 
H e landed on the bank of the creek, with 
a gash in his head, but was not otherwise 
injured. 
Abner Lee was blown about the saute 
distance and was injured ou the left hip, 
besides receiving other bruises. These two 
men at once sprang to their feet, although 
wreckage was still failing. They ran "to 
where the engine house had stood but a 
mom ent before, ami 
there found 
Mr. 
Daniels under the debris, breathing heav­ 
ily but giving no other sign of life. 
In a 
mom ent or two Tim Springer, who resides 
near by, came up and the three m en gently 
picked up the unconscious man. 
They 
placed him in a blanket and carried him to 
Springer’s house, while a messenger was 
dispatched for the poor m an's relatives and 
a physician. Mrs. Daniels and her daugh­ 
ter, Mollie, were soon at his bedside, but he 
died fifteen m inutes after their arrival, or 
just two an*l one-half hours after the acci­ 
dent. 
H e was not in the least disfigured, 
the injuries being all internal. 
The grief 
of the wife and daughter was great, yet they 
strove nobly to bear up. The dead'm an is 
a native of Tennessee, and aged about 56 
year?. H e had lived in Yoio county for 
several years. 
Frank Nelson and Abner Lee were seen 
last night by a Mai! reporter at the resi­ 
dence of the later. 
Mr. Lee was in bed, at­ 
tended by his wife, m other and sisters. H e 
was very pale and seemed dazed, yet cheer­ 
ful over his escape. 
Frank Nelson was, as 
usual, in a quiet frame of mind and had 
little to say, but it was evident he was 
thankful for his escape. 
Tim Springer, who had been familiar 
with the boiler for m any years, said the ex­ 
plosion was caused by the giving away of 
the crown sheet ol the fire box. This 
caused the boiler to collapse. “ That boiler 
was twelve years old,” said Mr. Springer, 
“and 1 have regarded it as unsafe. 
It 
burned wood and has long been used to 
pum p water from Cache creek.” 
One of the employes of Mr. Nelson, who 
was at the home place on this side of Cache 
creek about half a mile from the scene of 
the explosion, said he heard the noise and 
saw the escaping steam over the tree tops, 
but as no news was brought in he had con­ 
cluded no damage had resulted. Mr. Nelson 
and his wife knew no more than this when 
the Mail reporter called ar about 8 o’clock 
last night. 
From the Nelson ranch to 
where the accident occurred is a hard ride. 
Much brush exists and Cache creek has to 
be lorded. 
W hen there, however, a scene 
of devastation is presented. The engine 
and boiler are in fragments, scattered about 
among the trees, and the engine-house is 
reduced 
to 
kindling wood. 
Trees are 
wrenched and torn and the bushes blown 
away. 
The Coroner has been notified of the ac­ 
cident and will take proper steps in the 
m atter to-day. The accident caused great 
excitement in town last niaht.

CHEVEEDL. 


Michel Eugene Clicvreul, the distin­ 
guished chemist, is dead. 
He lived to the 
rip old age of nearly one hundred and 
three years. Xo one devoted to chemical 
research has added more to the sum of 
human knowledge than this eminent man. 
He was a pupil of the scarcely less dis­ 
tinguished Vaquelin, of Paris, hut rose to 
much higher rank in the world of science 
than his preceptor. At the London In­ 
dustrial Exhibition of 1851, he was hon­ 
ored by special premiums and other marks 
o f gratitude for the benefit his researches 
had bestowed upon agriculture and me­ 
chanic arts. The people of his own na­ 
tion never tired of showering upon him 
tokens of regard, or of distinguishing him 
among men as a benefactor of the race. It 
is quite impossible in this place to pass in 
review the results of his life’s labors. His 
example will remain unfading for time, 
and will stimulate men to emulate his tie- 
votion to science, art, and inquiry into the 
wondrous processes and forces of nature. 
H is discoveries were of a character that 
immediately and practically entered into 
the betterment of manufactures, the per­ 
fection of colors in art, the cheapening of 
food and articles of daily domestic use, 
the making clear of natural phenomena, 
and the improvement of sanitary condi­ 
tions. It is recorded of him that when 
the Germans shelled Paris, and the deadly 
and destructive missiles of war began to 
work ruin in the Museum, his laboratory 
and the home which France had pre­ 
sented to him, and which was a store­ 
house of science, the old man sent to the 
German 
King 
an 
indignant 
protest, 
declaring that war should respect science, 
and that her treasures and laboratories 
should be neutrals. 
His protest was at 
once recognized, its justice acknowledged, 
and orders were issued that Chevreul’s pro­ 
tection to the Museum and laboratories 
should be sufficient to turn all guns from 
assault upon them—he was the one man 
among all Frenchmen who was able to 
command from the foe the obeisance of 
profound respect and immunity from the 
rigors of war.

BROKER HEISEX’S m odest rates 
OF INTEREST. 


C om pounded M onthly, If N ot P a id — 
A n In te re s tin g A n sw e r F ile d by 
L ib ra r ia n W a llis. 


Talbot H. Wallis, State Librarian, has 
prepared a voluminous answer and de­ 
murrer to the complaint lodged against 
him by Charles Ileisen, in the latter’s ap­ 
plication for an order of Court restraining 
Controller Dunn from issuing to Wallis 
any salary warrants for the remainder of 
his term of office. The complaint will be 
filed this morning in the Superior Court by 
his attorneys, S. C. Denson and F. D. Ryan. 
It embraces a general denial of nearly all 
the allegations made by Heisen, and con­ 
cludes with a petition to the Court for an 
order dissolving the temporary injunction 
ordered upon the complaint and prayer of 
Heisen. Inasmuch as this case has at­ 
tracted a great deal of attention, and as the 
allegations made on both sides are of a 
more or less novel—not to say astounding 
—character, considerable space is given be­ 
low to the publication of copious extracts 
from Mr. Wallis’ answer. He alleges (and 
the complaint is sworn to in due form) that 
he had been in the habit of delivering to 
Heisen blank powers of attorney signed by 
himself, to be tilled in by Heisen, but only 
from month to month, and that the latter 
tilled them in to suit himself; that all the 
principal he owes Heisen has been paid, 
and that the balance due ($800, instead of 
$1,000), is for interest, which was charged 
at the rate of five per cent, per month, com­ 
pounded monthly. 
But the complaint 
speaks for itself: ’ 


ADMISSIONS AND AVERMENTS. 
This defendant adm its th a t on the 20th day of 
May, 1887, he and said p laintiff had an account­ 
ing and settlem ent, w hereby it w as ascertained 
and determ ined betw een them th at this defend­ 
ant was indebted to said plaintiff in the sum of 
StTO 58. A nd this defendant avers th at the said 
sum accrued from and on account ot a balance 
of interest accruing on m oney w hich this de­ 
fendant had theretofore owed the said plaintiff'. 
The principal of all sum s had been paid, and a 
portion of the interest, b ut th e said sum of 
$470 58 was tiie balance of interest at the rate 
of about 5 per cent, per m outh. Ami this de­

And th is defendant avers th at th e said plain­ 
tiff was perm itted to and did receive the w ar­ 
rants for said three m onths in 1888 and used uud 
appropriated the m oneys received thereon to 
his own use and benefit, b u t the said notes 
am ounting to $170 58 have never been surren­ 
dered to this defendant. 
This defendaut is 
unable to state the sum in w hich he is now in­ 
debted to the plaintiff, but he avers th a t he lias 
paid said plaintiff sum s in 
th e 
aggregate 
am ounting to more th an the principal of all the 
sum s w hich have been at any tim e due or ow­ 
ing from him to said plaintiff." 


HIS REAL INDEBTEDNESS. 
This defendant adm its th at on account of the 
excessive and exorbitant rate of interest which 
has been charged against him by said plaintiff, 
he is indebted to th e said plaintiff in an am ount 
w hich he is unable at this tim e to state, but 
from his best inform ation and belief denies th at 
the am ount due said plaintiff at th is tim e is 
m ore th an $800. 
Ami this defendant denies 
i sat on or about the 20th day of May, 1887, he 
was indebied in a large am oim t to various p er­ 
sons and denies th at the total am ount of his 
said indebtedness far or at all exceeded the 
total am oim t of his salary from th a t tim e until 
th e expiration of his teim of office, and denies 
th a t liisindebtedness at th at tim e to all persons 
was more th an 82.500,1«and to his best recollection 
and belief his total indebtedness was m uch less 
th an said sum. 
And he denies th a t at th at tim e, or for some 
tim e prior thereto, th is defendant’s creditors 
were or had been pressing him for the paym ent 
of th eir several dem ands any m ore th an the 
presentation of th eir bills and requesting pay­ 
m ents, in the ordinary way, of the sums due. 
[Then follows several pages of denials of 
the various allegations made by Heisen 
relative to agreements made between him 
and Wallis whereby the former was to save 
the latter from persecution by his creditors. 
Wallis alleges that if Heisen did any of the 
things iu this connection that he claims to 
have done it was of his own free will, and 
not in pursuance of any agreement with 
the defendant.] 


HOW H E ISE N “ R E L IE V E D " H IS FR IE N D . 
And this d dendant adm its th et th e plaintiff 
has relieved him of a great deal of money by 
charging exorbitant and excessive rates of in­ 
terest, and by buying up some outstanding de­ 
m ands against the defendant at considerable 
discounts, and charging up the full am ouut 
thereof w ith interest thereon to this defendant, 
but he denies th at said p laintiff has in any other 
respect relieved this defendant for the most 
part, or at all, from th e burden or labor of at­ 
tending to his own bu-iuess, and denies tn at the 
plaiutitf had protected or preserved this delcud 
a n t in any respect. 
And this defendant denies th a t in pursuance 
of Said or any agreem ent, except as h ere­

One brother lives in New 
York, one in Australia and a brother and 
sister in the old country. 
Late Saturday evening, about 5 o’clock, 
he left his room at Mrs. McElaney’s house, 
saying. “ I guess I'll go over anil see the 
new floor I built iu the foundry (he 
worked iu the wheel foundry of tbe shops). 
McCarty and Brock have one, too, but 
mine is a good deal better, aud they may 
try to injure it.” 
This was the last heard of him until his 
body was found yesterday. The men in 
the shops say he was not there in the even­ 
ing when they left, but they did not sup­ 
pose that anything was wrong, as he had 
quit work on that day at noontime. 
The Coroner will hold an inquest on the 
body this evening. A barber who stiaved 
Smith on Saturday says the latter had been 
drinking. 


B R IG H T O N T O P L Y M O U T H . 


T h e H oard o f T ra d e an d tlie N ew R a il­ 
road P roject. 
George W. Hancock, I). A. Bindley and 
David Lubin, the committee appointed by 
the Sacramento Board of Trade to inquire 
into the advisability and feasability of 
building a 
railroad 
from Brighton to 
Plymouth, held a meeting last evening. 
Mr. Scott, of Oleta, was present, and gave 
the committee a great deal of information. 
It was found that tbe road would pass a 
section of country covered with sugar pine 
timber, and would make accessible about 
200.0U0 000 feet of sugar pine lumber to the 
mile of road, estimating it at ti n trees to 
the acre, which is a low estimate. There 
are along the line which would naturally 
be followed by tne proposed road a large 
acreage of bottom and second bottom lands 
that are suitable for the production of the 
best shipping apples that can be raised in 
California. The road would make all that 
section tributary to Sacramento. The com­ 
mittee will report to the Board in favor of 
taking steps to secure the building of the 
road.

T he A n n u al

The annual meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the Protestant Orphan Asylum 
was held in the asseinbiy-room of their 
new building yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. There were also present quite a 
number of life and honorary members. At 
the request of the ladies C. II. Cummings 
acted as Chairman of the meeting, and R. 
H. Hawley as Secretary. Rev. W. C. Mer­ 
rill invoked prayer. 
The minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read and approved, and the first order 
of business was the reading of ¡he report of 
the Treasurer, Mrs. C. A. Payne, the sub­ 
stance of which was as follows :

Mrs. R. I). Irvine read the report of the 
Board of Managers for the past year, giv­ 
ing a history of the even-s that had oc­ 
curred. It was listened to with great in­ 
terest, and showed a most excellent condi­ 
tion of affairs. There were but six deaths 
during the year, aud about $100 was ex­ 
pended for medicines. Thanks were ten­ 
dered to several physicians who had con­ 
tributed their professional services. There 
were about 40 children in the nursery, 
about 100 attended ihe school, and all that 
were able attended Sunday-school services. 


T H E PR ESID E NT S ADDRESS. 
Mrs. N. D. Rideout, the President, made 
an address, in which she stated that the lady 
Managers had worked hard and constantly 
for the maintenance of the institution, and 
she thanked her associates and the people 
of Sacramento for their assistance. It was 
hard to please everyone, but the ladies had 
adopted that kind of building 
which 
seemed the best for the purpose, and were 
fully satisfied with their returns. There 
had been some talk of building outside of 
the city limits, but it was shown what an 
inconvenience it would be, and that plan 
was abandoned. In conclusion, Mrs. Ride­ 
out said: “ A matter of serious importance 
to the welfare of our orphans has occurred 
recently, and which, before concluding, I 
desire to mention. A lady, formerly an 
officer of this asylum, but at present not 
connected with it, has by her actions and 
influence induced one of the Judges of the 
Superior Court to decide in favor of the 
adoption by a family in this city of one of 
our orphan children, without the consent 
and knowledge of the Managers, and—as I 
believe—without any lawful right to do so. 
If this person (the lady referred to) can do 
such a thing, what will hinder anyone 
from doing likewise? I cannot regard" the 
matter other than as a dangerous proceed­ 
ing, so far as the future welfare of the 
orphans is concerned. Who can, or should 
be, so well constituted as the Board of Man­ 
agers to select homes for and guard their 
interests ? If the Managers have no more 
authority in this matter than the general 
public (indeed, a prominent lawyer as­ 
serted during Hie hearing in Court "that, as 
he understood the law, the Managers of 
this and kindred institutions have no au­ 
thority whatever over the orphan children, 
except during the time they were inmaie3 
of the asyiuni), we ought to know it 
speedily; and it is our desire and we will 
endeavor as soon as possible to obtain a 
decision which I believe to be more iu ac­ 
cordance with reason and juslice.” 


AM ENDING TH E BY -L A W S. 
Amendments were offered to the present 
by-laws of the Managers, the principal 
point in which was that the Managers onlv 
should have a vote in the election of their 
oflicers, instead of submitting it to a vote of 
all the members. Also, that anyone could 
become a member upon the payment of $5, 
an honorary member on payment of $25, 
and a life member for $100. 
The amendments were submitted to a 
vote. Thirty-one ballots were cast, all be­ 
ing in favor of the change, and the amend­ 
ments were declared adopted.

The election of eight Managers was tbe 
next order of business, six of them to serve 
for two years and two for one year. 
Mrs. Edward Twitchell nominated Mrs. 
N. D. Rideout. Other nominations fol­ 
lowed, and the list, closed with the follow­ 
ing names : Mrs. N. D. Rideout, Mrs. C. A. 
Payne, Mrs. C. P. Massey, Jr.. Mrs. J. Frank 
Clark. Mrs. R. C. Irvine, Mrs. Dr. Snider, 
Mrs. C. W. Clarke and Mrs. Jennie Barnes. 
The above-named ladies were unani­ 
mously elected, aud they will select among 
themselves the two that wiil serve for the 
short terms. 
The following ladies, whose terms do not 
expire for another year, will complete the 
Board of Managers, twelve in number:

YVAK BETW EEN BANKS. 


A N ew J e rsey C ashier W h o 
H a n d les 
S ilver K eck lessly . 
P hiladelphia, April 10th.—The refusal 
of tire City National Bank of Salem, N. J.. 
to accept certain terms of exchange, offered 
by the Woodstown, N. J., National Bank, 
has involved those institutions in a war. 
As the Salem bank received on deposit 
daily a large num ber of the W oodstown 
bank checks, a messenger is dispatched to 
the latter place, eight miles distant, twice a 
week, to receive the money for the same. 
In order to punish the Salem people, the 
cashier imported from Philadelphia thou­ 
sands of dollars in silver coin, and counted 
it out in bags, to m eet these checks, semi­ 
weekly. Messenger Howell, whom the Salem 
bank sent down last 
week, protested, 
whereupon the Cashier yesterday, when 
Howell appeared w ith $4,SOO in checks, 
wheeled out the money in a wheelbarrow to 
the middle of the bank and dumped the 
whole am ount loose on the floor, compell­ 
ing Howell to count out the entire am ount. 
W hen bags were asked for in which to 
carry the money to Salem, the Cashier po­ 
litely responded that banks were not in the 
habit of furnishing patrons with purses. 
Howell sent back tor a wagon and an 
arm ed guard to assist him in the transpor­ 
tation of bis burden. The war continues, 
and is the topic of conversation of the citi­ 
zens of the two counties. 


R A IL R O A D ACCIDENT. 


A F a la c e Car T e le sco p ed by a F reig h t 
Loco m o tiv e i 


C h ic a g o , April 10th.—A railroad acci­ 
dent occurred at Lorenzo, 111., about sixty 
miles from here, on the Santa Fe road, at 5 
o'clock this morning. 
A freight came 
crashing down upon a passenger train, 
killing four persons and severely wound­ 
ing seven others. The freight was an ex­ 
tra, running wild, and the passenger and 
excursion train was en route to California. 
The rear car is supposed to be the private 
car of the Manager of the California Cen­ 
tral road. The passenger train was going 
slowly on a down grade, when the freight 
crashed into the coaches, the engine going 
clear through the private car. The boiler 
of the engine exploded as soon as it struck 
the coach, and those who were not killed 
were severely scalded. 
The names of the killed have not yet 
been learned. They are supposed to be the 
friends of the California Railroad otficial. 
The bodies were taken to Joliet. 
Among the injured are : J. L. H ard of 
Brookline, Mass., fatally scalded; Henry 
W . Lamb of Brookline, 
Mass., fatally 
scalded: Mr. and Mrs. H art of Boston, both 
badly scalded; R. L. Palm er, brakeman, 
severely scalded. 
The wounded arrived here this morning 
and were taken to the Mercy Hospital. 
The railroad officials are very reticent 
about the affair. 
The wrecked passenger car was the pri­ 
vate car of General Manager McCool of the 
California Central Railroad. It was occu­ 
pied by a party of McCool’s friends from 
Massachusetts, who had been spending a 
few weeks with his family at Los Angeles, 
and were returning home. John L. Hart, 
wife, niece and son, and \Y. H. Lamb, all 
of Brookline, Mass., were members of the 
McCooi party, and with the exception of 
the niece, are' all severely injured. 
The scenes at 
the 
depot when the 
wounded were being removed from the car 
was 
sickening. 
Mr. H art's 
face 
and 
shoulders had been scalded, and the Hesh 
on his neck was hanging in shreds and his 
face was swollen and red. 
Mrs. H art was 
next brought out. She is a fail little woman, 
and the shock, no doubt, will prove fatal. 
She was unconscious when she was taken 
from the car. 


O H IO FIE N D S. 


T h ey A lm o st M urder au E n tire F am ily 
and R ob th e H ouae. 
E ast Liverpool (0.), Abril 10th.—Early 
Monday m orning two m asted men forced 
an entrance into the residence of Robert 
McG&ne. an aged farmer living near this 
place, and after an unsuccessful attem pt 
to chloroform the family, locked Mrs. Mc- 
Bane and her three children in a closet, 
after knocking them nearly senseless. 
They then by threats attem pted to make 
Mr. McBane give them several thousand 
dollars, which they claimed he had re­ 
ceived for some oil lands sold recently. 
H e denied having the money, when they 
beat him to insensibility and ransacked the 
house. 
They found nothing of value ex­ 
cept some silver, with which they escaped, 
leaving no clew. 
W hen found by the neighbors on Mon­ 
day. Mrs. McBane and the children were 
neariy suffocated, and Mr. McBane nearly 
dead from the loss of blo-d. 


A ttem p t to W reck a T rain. 
Cantos (O.), April 10th.—Another at­ 
tem pt to wreck the west-bound limited ves­ 
tibule express, ou the Fort W ayne road, 
was made last night near Louisville, at the 
same place that the attem pt was made to 
wreck the same train last Tuesday night. 
An employe of the road discovored the 
dastardly design just in tim e to frustrate it. 
Upon investigation he found several rail­ 
road ties were securely strapped across 
the rails.

the train arrived he ran eastward along ] 
the track to warn the approaching train. The 
engineer saw the signal of danger which 
the employe

brakes, but the train did not come to a 
stand still until it struck the obstruction 
on the track. The train men removed the 
ties and the train proceeded without any of 
the passengers aboard, knowing the narrow 
escape they had from a serious smash up. 
Sh ot to D ea th b y a G irl. 
D es M o in e s (la.), April 10th.—The fatal 
shooting of Fred Bacon by Miss Flora 
Look at a charivari at Chester Center last 
week has caused great excitement in that 
vicinity. The prelim inary hearing has 
been in progress two days atG rinnell. The 
evidence shows that the conple who were 
being serenaded were old folks, the groom 
being 80 and the bride 50. 
The murderess, aged about 20, is the 
granddaughter of the bridegroom, and she 
sought to protect the newly-married couple 
from the disorderly attentions of the neigh­ 
bors. 
She first offered the gun to her 
grandfather, but he declined to use it. She 
then stepped outside and fired into the 
crowd, which quickly dispersed. 
It was not known to her till the next 
morning that anyone was hurt. The mur­ 
dered man was married and leaves a wife 
and two children. Miss Look was bound 
over to appear before the Grand Jury.

C h ic a g o , A pril 10th.—The longest train 
of farm ing im plem ents that ever crossed 
the continent arrived in this city this 
morning from Masillon, O. It left over 
the W isconsin 
Central, 
its destination 
being Portland, Oregon. The train, which 
consists of 20 cars, the first five of which 
were equipped w ith air brakes, was ad­ 
mired by the c ificials of nearly every road 
centering in Chicago. 
The value of the 
implements, which include 46 thrashers, 
42 farm engines and 24-horse power, is 
estimated at $80,000. The train will arrive 
at its destination one week from to-day, 
running on passenger time. 
T h e S ettlers P erm itted to R em ain . 


F o r t D o d g e (la.), April 10th.—The con­ 
tinued threatening aspect of the river-land 
settlers, a majority of whom adhere to the 
principles of protecting their homes, re­ 
sulted in the indefinite postponement of 
the evictions for the present.

H e says he will go to Paris and there ap­ 
peal to his French compatriots for aid in 
liberating the half-breeds in the northwest. 
A D estru ctiv e Storm . 


E l iz a b e t h C it y (N. C.), A pril 10th.—The 
destruction by the recent storm along the 
coast was very great. The schooner Susan­ 
nah was blown ashore near Cape Hatteras 
and wrecked. The crew of five men were 
drowned. The schooner Susan was lost 
near the same place, and the Captain and 
crew are missing. The schooner Parrot 
was sunk, and it Í3 feared the Captain and 
crew are drowned.
